NATIONAL UNIVERSITIES WEEK ACTIVITIES AT CONCORDIA 


MONTREAL / October 16, 1989 -- It's "Science Exploration Week" 
at Concordia and 50 of the Montréal-area's best and brightest high 
school students will participate during the fourth biennial National 
Universities Week, sponsored by the Association of Universities and 
Colleges of Canada. 


This year, National Universities Week is aimed at reaching future 
generations of university students. Under the banner "Prime Time 
to Open Your Mind", Quebec universities have distributed posters and 
leaflets to some 900 high schools and CEGEPS across the province. 


Concordia's Liaison Office, in collaboration with the Directors 
of the Lakeshore, Baldwin Cartier, South Shore Protestant, Montréal 
Catholic, Greater Montréal Protestant and Sault St-Louis School 
Boards, has put together a program of activities to take place in 
and around the Concordia campuses from October 16 to 20. 


The program is designed to give these academically gifted 
students both a taste of what Concordia has to offer and a view of 
the future of science, exposing them to the many facets of natural, 
pure and applied sciences through lecture series and hands-on lab 
work. 
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On Monday, Concordia's Academic Vice Rector, Dr. Rose Sheinin, 
will address the students on the future of science and research. 
A geology field trip atop Mount Royal will follow. Tuesday's 
schedule includes a discussion of robotic systems, computer chip 
design and optical fiber research, a tour of the biology research 
labs and meetings with graduate students and professors. 


Science enters another dimension on Wednesday with lectures 
on psychology, exercise science and an exercise tolerance lab test. 
Later, students will see chemistry experiments performed in a lab. 
Thursday's visit features a discussion of lasers and radon 
detection in applied physics, testing flight and car simulators, 
and a visit to the Centre for Building Studies. The week winds up 
on Friday with a visit to the Science College and a discussion of 
the role of civil engineering. 


At the week's end, the 50 students will be awarded special 
certificates marking their participation.
